Some points from our last meeting. 


Allotments . There is a separate notice from the Horticultural 
Society concerning the meeting called to discuss and allocate all 
the presently available allotments. 


Village Green. At the time of writing work is in hand to erect the 
Junglegym with slide, the rocking boat and the bench seat. 

A604 . The compulsory purchase order for the land required to make 
the dual carriageway between Bar Hill and Girton has been confirmed. 

Planning Application . You may have read that the applications for 
Phase 4 (beyond Pheasant Rise) and for Phase 11a (either side of the 
Drift) have been refused because of various matters of which the 
Planners do not approve. Two applications were discussed: 


1. H & H Electronic to build a 15,000 cu.ft. factory on the 

industrial estate behind Patrick Stephens. The Council 
welcomed this application. 

2. Fairway Housing: 27 bungalows/houses to be built outside the 

perimeter road on land ajacent to the Golf Course. While it 
was hoped that the house designs might have been more S 

imaginative there was no objection to this application. ^ 

Notices regarding Planning Applications received are now posted on 
the Notice Board as soon as an application is received. 

Village Maint ' nance/Village Trust . Talks concerning a suitable 
arrangement for the long term future of maintenance work are proc¬ 
eeding. Any definite news will be given full publicity when a 
conclusion to talking is reached. 

Draft Local Plan . This document will be available for public dis¬ 
cussion towards the end of September. Apart from the meeting on 
September 24th (see elsewhere) it is likely that an open village 
meeting can be arranged in the autumn specifically to discuss the 
Draft Plan with the District Planners. 

Trees . Dutch elm disease is now affecting many of the elm trees in 
the village. At the moment this includes some of the trees in the 
tree belt on the Lolworth boundary. Realistically I think we must 
anticipate the loss in the next 5 years of up to 75$ of the elm 
treo in that belt and elsewhere in the village. While chemical 
injection does sometimes work I am told that the disease is now so 
strong that the injection protection is unlikely to work. Y/e hope 
to increase our tree planting at the bottom of the arboretum.
